Mr. OFaoldin’s book is less ambitious 
than Mr. Gwynn’s, but more sympathetic 
with Mr. de Valera, both as man as as 
leader.

PERSONAL ASCENDANCY. | 


Mr. Gwynn describes his biography as 
no more than an attempt to discover from 
Mr. de Valera’s record ‘‘ in relation to 
modern Ireland the secret of his extra- 
wdinary personal ascendancy, and the 
real object of the programme of economic 
and social, no less than political, revolu- 
tion which he is at present carrying 
through.”’ For that end his work is based 
mainiy upon already published volumes 
by Messrs. Beaslai, O’ Hegarty, McCartan, 
Dwane, and Talbot up to 1921-22, and 
from that time to 1932, upon speeches, 
manifestoes and Oireachtas reports. From 
1916 to 1932 he follows Mr. de Valera’s 
career from point to point, but with gaps. 
He sees him as a man whose origin is 
veiled in mystery, who has had greatness 
thrust upon him unexpectedly, favoured 
again and again by accident, a difficult 
person within his own immediate political 
circle no less than with his nation’s oppo- 
nents, skilful in exploiting his opportuni- 
ties, austere and cold, implacable, vain, 
remote and inaccessible, unflinchingly and 
ruthlessly logical in persistence, alterna- 
tely the advocate of compromise and of 
steadfast refusal to compromise, mouther 
of moral dissertation, provoker of hatred, 
engineer of the civil war, pedantic, in- 
genious, plausible, conciliatory, now arro- 
gant, now apparently sweetly reasonable, 


inspiring not only respect but personal 
devotion.

The chief value of Mr. Gwynn’s book is | 


that, with certain important reservations. | 


it does assemble in one volume and in 
orderly form the chief events in Mr. de 
Valera’s public life. From the insurrec- 
tion of Easter Week he explains how he 
became the national leader, describes in 
outline the important happenings in 1917 
and 1918, discusses the American mission, 
tells—partly from private information— 
how the truce was brought about, con- 
siders the Treaty negotiations and their 
aftermath and repudiation, and, having 
considered the evolution of the Fianna 
Fail programme, examines that pro- 
gramme in action. All this is excellently 
done with the data which Mr. Gwynn has 
selected for use. His data. however, do 
not justify his description of Mr. de 
Valera’s programme as that of “a Com- 
munist State, recommended under the 
guise of Christian Communism ”’ any more 
than what he has found in Dr. McCartan’s 
volume justifies the impression he gives 
that Mr. de Valera 1s, from policy or con- 
viction, by any means friendly to the 
principles underlying Soviet Russia. 

_ Mr. Gwynn’s most serious fault is that. 
in the absence of material which might 
be obtained from his subject himself or 
from Republican sources, he has not. 
apparently, consulted the mass of 
‘neutral’? documentary evidence of one 
kind or another outside his main 
authorities. He has not even explained 
the Statute of Westminster or dealt with 
the origin of Fianna Fail. the very 
organisation thich has put Mr. de Valera 
into ofhce, or the effects of the Boundary 
Commission and the Agreement of 1925, 
or of Mr. Fitzgerald’s statement referring 
to an agreement upon military defence. 
He has nothing to say on the de Valera 
side of the American mission. either in 
its trans-Atlantic or its home aspects, or 
on the peace efforts while the Dai] ad. 
jyourned for Christmas, 1921, or on Mr. 
Valera’s attitude to Ulster and parti- 
ion. 


MISTAKES IN DETAIL. 


Of mistakes in detail there are many 
to be corrected. Senator Johnson was 
sever head of the Irish Transport Union : 
the Deputy-Speaker of the Dail of 1922 
was not killed, but is still hale and 
hearty; Mr. Ernest Blythe is not a 
Monaghan man, and he did. not take part 
in the Easter insurrection; Mr. Cosgrave 
was elected President in September, 1922, 
not on Griffith’s death; Kevin O’Higgins 
was assassinated in July, not August; 
de Valera was captured only once after 
his return from the States, and, when 
first he went to London after the Truce, 
he brought with him Griffith and Childers 
and others, and not only Austin Stack; 
Griffith never refused, and 


— 
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Valera took part, As we should expect, 
O Faoláin makes an artist’s choice 
among incidents and characteristics, and 
illustrates his narrative or comment with 
quotations from the Gaelic poets, Brown- 
ing, Joseph Plunkett, Moore and popular 
pro and anti-de Valera songs of the day. 
Incidentally, one of the latter type has a 
Gaelic rhythm absent from the former. 
To him Mr. de Valera is comparable with 
Parnell, as unsolved a riddle as the 
Sphinx, inspiring respect rather than 
affection, but with “the fire of Spain 
and the warmth of Ireland spilled into 
his blood.” He is the “ Fiery Cross 
of Irish politics in the twentieth century, ” 
‘the Cuchulain of Easter Week,” a man 
of little talk burning himself out in action, 
becoming a man of mystery about whose 
name romance gathered until “ the love 
and admiration of the people grew until 
it knew no bounds.’’ 

This book has little documentation or 
reference to authorities, but it is good in 
its descriptions of Easter Week, guerilla 
war, prison life and incidents, and its 
pictures of civil war and intimate little 
touches, such as that about Mr de Valera 
as candidate in East Clare praying: ‘‘ God 
give me patience to address all these meet- 
ings.’’ There is not much that will be 
new or revealing to people who have 
followed Mr. de Valera’s footsteps closely, 
but some readers will learn for the first 
time of the balance which he kept between 
Brugha and Griffith, the Volunteers and 
Sinn Fein; that he was the leader of a 
political minority, not of any military 
force, when the civil war began; that 
Michael Collins was the author of a letter 
which, with characteristic boldness and 
brevity, he made public as Mr. de Valera’s 
alter the escape from Lincoln in 1919, and 
that Erskine Childers did not, in fact, 
take any military part in the civil war. | 
Events and policy after the 1932 elec- 
tion are not dealt with in this volume. 


THE I1.R.B., 


When Mr. O Faoláin permits himself to 
criticise, what he has to say is penetrating 
and pertinent. On Mr. de Valera’s effort 
to gain United States recognition for the 
Irish Republic, he declares: ‘‘ The hardest 
thing one may say is that he was unwise to 
have even attempted it.” In contrast to 
Collins and Griffith, he finds the President 
‘“ has a passion for detail, and reduces too 
much to a formula, often a very abstract

| the civil war, Mr. de Valera decided to 


be loyal to his followers when they would 
not be loyal to him, his decision ‘‘ was 
magnanimous to the point of folly ;” for 
‘uneasily, but inevitably, he took up 
what cannot be described as other than an 
unsatisfactory position on the side of his 
mutineers.’’ It may be doubted whether 
Mr. O Faoláin is not too sweeping when 
he considers that Mr. de Valera’s refusal 
to take any active part in the I.R.B. after 
1916 ‘“‘ was the gravest mistake in his 
entire political career,” but the opinion is 
worth pondering, and must be taken into 
account by any serious’ biographer. 
The’ I.R.B. ‘‘ were never really controlled 
by Mr. de Valera, and, as their power 
grew and grew, they became gradually a 
menace to his influence and, finally, they 
out-maneuvred him.” The argument that 
there might have been no civil war in 1922 
if a different attitude on this point had 


been taken in 1917 is worth further 
examination by any historian of the 
period. As. Mr. OFaolain notes, the 


majority on the Volunteers’; Executive 
after 1917 were I.R.B. members. 

Mr. O Faoldin’s errors in facts are not 
many. It was, however, nearly a week 
earlier than. September 30th, 1914, that 
the formal split occurred in the Volun- 
teers; the original title was <he Irish, not 
the National, Volunteers; and neither in 
November nor at any other time was the 
Citizen Army ‘fused with the Volun- 
teers ” until both bodies went into action 
in 1916. Liberty Hall was not ‘blown 
into a ruin ” by the gunboat Helga. It 
Is exaggerating to compute the Volunteer 
strength in 1918 as half a million and to 
say that all deportees in 1916 were hand- 
cuffed in pairs, and it was not to Frongoch 
that Mr. de Valera was sent for intern- 
ment in 1918. From one passage it might 
be inferred that Cathal Brugha was in 
the I.R.B. after 1916-17. Is it correct. 
too, to include Sir James Craig among 
the “ political scouts’? who made sound- 
ings on peace before the Truce? 

Each of these two volumes has its own 
purpose, and, within its limitations, 
serves its purpose well. The purposes, 
however, are as divergent as the authors. 
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The Spanish Constitution. By H. R. G. Graves.

a“ is an important little book. The 
author, who is a lecturer in Political 
Science in the London School of 
Economics, gives a. brief history of the 
social development of Spain before the 
revolution, and passes on to explain and 
analyse the main features of the present 
Constitution. Two tendencies, he notes, 
are especially marked—the State’s concern 
with economic questions and its concern 
with social duties. This is in keeping with 
the modern realisation that political rights 
are valueless without economic freedom. 


A novel feature of the new Constitution 
is its recognition of the international re- 
sponsibilities. of the State. Article 65 
states that: 


* All international agreements ratified 
by Spain and inscribed by the League of 
Nations, having the character of inter- 
national law, shall be considered an essen- 
tial part of Spanish law.” This, says the 
author, is the only philosophy which is 
possible in the modern world.

R. ARTHUR BERRIEDALE KEITH 

is a lecturer on the Constitution of 

the British Empire in the University ot 
Edinburgh, and was at one time, Assistant- 
Secretary to the Imperial Conference. To 
all who take an interest in such matter 
he is known as the greatest authority and 
the most industrious writer upon All 
matters relating to the history and the 


constitutional aspects of the British 
Commonwealth and Empire. 
His new book must regarded as n 


the nature of a complementary, or supp-e- 
mentary, volume to his ' Sovereignty "i 
the British Dominions,’’ which was pub- 
lished. about four years ago. It carries the 
main topic of that book through the 
evolutionary stages of recent years. In 
particular, it deals with the Statute of 
Westminster and the changes wrought by 
the Ottawa Conference and the resultiny 
agreements. Only a few months ago Dr. 
Keith issued an invaluable collection of 
documents and speeches on Dominion 
status as it developed between the end > 
the War and the promulgation of. the 
Statute of Westminster, and in this book 
the results of the evolutionary process 
illustrated in that little volume are set 
forth, examined and explained from the 
viewpoint of a constitutional lawyer who 
has made a very thorough and deep study 
of his subject. 


Like everything that Dr. Keith has pub- 
lished, this new book is marked with 
meticulous exactitude, wide learning and 
remarkable impartiality. In the first 
part he examines the internal and external 
sovereignty of the Dominions, and in the 
second part studigs some aspects of Domi- 
nion government in greater detail. He 
devotes a long chapter to “ certain 
issues ” in which, despite the Statute of 
Westminster, ‘‘the Dominions and the 
United Kingdom are in agreement to act 
jointly.”’ Included in the list is allegi- 
ance to the Sovereign, and the claim to 
the right of succession, nationality, and 
such matters as disarmament, security 
and the peaceful settlement of inter- 
national disputes. It is interesting to 
note that on this latter question Professor 
Keith draws his conclusions from the 
events of the past fifteen years, durin 
which the Government of the Unit 
Kingdom has frequently declared on 
major questions of policy that the matter 
was one in which it could not act for itself 
alone. What these major questions of 
policy were Dr. Keith does not tell, but 
contents himself with saying: ‘‘ There is 
no possibility of defining in the abstract 
the limits within which agreement is 
necessary.’” At the same time, he takes 
care to point out that since the enactment 
of the Statute of Westminster, which has 
formally loosened the bonds of the Im- 
perial connection, a remarkable step in 
the opposite direction has been taken by 
the Ottawa Conference. This step is the 
proclamation of the doctrine that inter- 
Imperial commercial agreements are out- 
side the sphere of most-favoured-nation 
clauses in treaties with foreign nations. 
He argues that the economic ties of the 


‘kind established at Ottawa “ must rest on

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the basis that the Empire is, in a sense, a 
unity, though one of a new kind.” 

The mhion of the Commonwealth,'' 
says Dr. Keith, “ is too complex to suit 
any ordinary phraseclogy; the relations 
between the parts of the EKmpi. rest on 
conventions of a constitutional character, 
not on international law.” This is really 
the crux of the difficulties and misunder- 
standings which trouble so many people in 
all parts of the Commonwealth at the 
moment. In the post-war years there has 
grown up a system which consists of two 
quite different, and at first glance qu'te 
incompatible, forms interlocked: one legal 
in tradition and character, and the other 
constitutional in a very special and 
limited interpretation of iat word. The 
way in which the two have jarred on 
occasions during the past fifteen years Is 
one of the most interesting phases of con. 
temporary history; but the structure has 
survived in the main in a somewhat 
altered form. One thing is clear: the 
British Commonwealth uí Nations is now 
a novelty and a curiosity, and it will be 
of the utmost importance to see how it will 
shape itself in the coming years. 
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In this book, as in the last, the Irish 
Free State looms largely, since it was on 
the initiative of the representatives of the 
Free State that many of the new doctrines 
were promulgated and many of the 
structural. and legal changes effected. It 
was the Irish Free State who established 
the principle that a Governor-General 
must be chosen with the approval of the 
Dominion Ministry concerned. Although 
Canada. was the first to name a Minister 
to a foreign Government, the Free State 
made the first appointment, and it was 
the Free State who first insisted that her 
own representatives abroad should carry 
letters of credence through her own 
Minister for External Affairs. It 
was the Free State, too, who originated 


the right of a Dominion tó use 
its own Great Seal, and signed the 


Optional Clause of the Permanent. Court 
of International Justice, without reserva- 
tion of inter-imperial disputes. This has 
its bearing upon the now-vexed problem 
of the land annuities; but, as Britain ex- 
pressly reserved al] inter-imperial dis- 
putes from the International Court, both 
sides would seem to have a case in accord- 
ance with the Statute oí the Court at The 
Hague. 

The position of the Governor-General is 
discussed at some length. ‘‘The delega- 
tion of the Royal prerogative,’’ says Dr. 
Keith, “ has not been extended to the ex- 
tent of granting such a fundamental pre- 
rogative as that of making war or neu- 
trality, or of making peace; nor is even 
the power of making commercial treaties 
conceded, . In these matters it 
has been the practice for the King to act 
on the formal advice of a British Minis- 
ter, and issues of war or neutrality still 
are decided on the final authority of the 
British Cabinet.’’ The question, however, 
is not quite so clear in fact as that passage 
would indicate, and there may be ex- 
tremely difficult conditions to be faced 
before it is clarified. The major matters 
of policy upon which the British Govern- 
ment cannot always act without consulta- 
tion are involved here, and they are stil] 
in the abstract stage.

HE essay is a form of prose little 
cultivated by Gaelic writers, Whether 
the genius of the language does not lend 
itself to this form, or there is a con- 
stitutional reluctance on the part of Gaelic 
writers to make use of it, .. a nice gues- 
tion which in itself would provide good 
materia] for some Irish essayist. What- 
ever be the cause, the truth is that neither 
under the influence of the present revival 
nor in the period in which the language 
was a power has the essay been a common 
mode of expression in Gaelic literature. | 

It is no exaggeration to say that among 
contemporary writers of Gaelic ' Seán 
O Ciarghusa is outstanding as an essayist. 
For a quarter of a century, at least, he 
has tilled this field -assiduously, and he 
cannot have found it by any means an 
easy task. The difficulty of the form, 
however, has not daunted him, and, if 
to-day it can be said that the 
essay is represented at al in 
printed Irish, much of the credit 1s due to 
© Ciarghusa and to his labour in bringing 
‘aac within the discipline of the essay 
orm. 

In the present olume four of 
O Ciarghusa’s longer essays have been re- 
printed from a monthly reyiew. Their 
subjects are Vernacular Languages, Trans- 
lation, Acting and Gaelic Drama. Every 
subject is treated, as the essayist ought to 
treat it, not merely intelligently, but with 
the application of intellect as well as of 
emotion. That, in these days of shallow 
thinking, slipshod expression and care- 
less generalisation, is something for which 
the adult reader may be deeply grateful. 

To his treatment of all four subjects 
O Ciarghusa brings a keen mind, a full- 
stored memory, much choice reading, and 
a humour not less individual because it is 
thoroughly Gaelic. With his opinions it 
is not always possible to agree, but they 
are real opinions, thoughts and reflections, 
and not just hazy and vague, if 
passionately conceived, prejudices. As 
such the choice of them for publication 
at the State’s expense shows wise and 
patriotic judgment.

| ISS URSULA BLOOM here gives an 

account of her life from early days. 
Her literary efforts began in school days 
with contributions to the school magazine. 
Her father was a parson, and not well-to- 
do, and it was important that money should 
be contributed to the family exchequer by 
the children when they were old enough 
to earn money for themselves, Her 
parents, however, had predestined the 
young Ursula for the violin, and not for 
authorship. She did not succeed as a 
musician, but she turned her hand to 
everything that came her way and yielded 
a little money—all the time with the ulti- 
mate object of authorship in view. She 
played the piano in a cinema, became a 
designer of women’s clothes, kept lodgers, 
became a canteen-worker, co-operated with 
a writer of short stories, and finally got 
work in Fleet street. During this time 
she married twice, and bore a son to her 
first husband. After Fleet, street she be- 
came a novelist, and is to-day the author 
of twenty-one books. 


Though Miss Bloom stresses’ her in- 
ability to become master, of any art, or to 
become a ‘“‘highbrow,’’ and tells her 
struggles and impressions with frankness, 
‘some trace of complacency lingers. She 
tells of her good looks—she is unquestion- 
ably good -looking—and of the envy 
women, but one feels‘as one reads that the 
memoirs of an ugly woman about whom the 
other sex cared little might be more 
interesting. Nevertheless, the book, while 


abounding in clichés, has human interest.

Like the hills and the '' seven 
singing voices of the mduntain  burns,”’ 
the people of this book really live—the simple 
foik of the glen, and the great.singer who 
comes hack to disturb them with her shoddy 
bungalow, her midnight picnics and her noisy 
living. Jenny Kilgour, of whom it was said,

This was one of the strange orders 
which the presence of George Bernard Shaw 
in ‘the East necessitated. ‘The fruit was re- 
quired by the famous playwright to eat dur- 
ing the rest of his cruise, which lasts until 
April 19th. | 

Mr. Shaw was told by a Chinese War Lord 
that dates form the ‘‘ iron ration ' of every 
Chinese soldier, and that, bulk for bulk, they 
are the most nutritious food available. Shaw 
is reported to have immediately given orders 
for adequate supplies of the dates to be avail- 
able for himself, thus admitting for once the 
superiority of Eastern intellect. 

The total weight of pressed dates imported 
into Great Britain during the season that has 
just terminated was 19,000 tons. This supply 
represents :— 

A total of 800,000,000 dates; 

A harvest from more than 100,000 trees; 

Work for 100,000 natives; 

Shipping for thirty British steamers for 
several months; ts 

Employment for hundreds of British dock 
labourers and porters; 

Three thousand miles of wood strips for 
the boxes; 

More than 200 miles of greaseproof paper 
for packing.

Of this amount, 
it was pointed out by Lord Craigavon, a 
sum of £7,489,000 is oar ge sé what 
is comprehensively called “ soeial ser- 
any oe “nú largest item is £4 007,000, 
spent on health insurance, unemployment 
insurance; unemployment relief schemes 
and various classes of pensions. Educa- 
tion absorbs £1,893,000, and is steadily 
reaching the two million mark, while 
£1,413,000 went in grants to local authori- 
ties in respect of health, housing and de- 
rating, By keeping in step with Great 
Britain, a disproportionate amount of the 
total revenue is spent in social services. 
It may be said that the Northern working- 
class population secures a great advantage 
by the close connection with Great Britain 
and the maintenance of the same level of 
social service benefits. Many believe, 
however, that the money spent on unem- 
ployed benefit could be better utilised. 


THE “DOLE.” 


Over £2,000,000 is spent annually in 
Northern Ireland in unemployment 
benefit. Various methods have been sug- 
gested for utilising this money—or part of 
it—for providing employment. Viscount 
Craigavon, speaking a few days ago, said 
that if the whole of the money were ex- 
pended in providing work, instead of the 
‘dole,’ 8,000 persons would absorb the 
£2.000,000, and this would leave 64,000 
men and women unprovided for. At the 
same time, there is a very strong feeling 
that something should be done to sub- 
sidise wages in the shipyards. 


SLUM CLEARANCE. 


No attempt has been made by the 
Northern Government to answer the 


_challengesor accept the offer put forward 
‘by Mr. W. J. Stewart, M.P., that he 


could stlve the unemployment in the 
building trade in Northern Ireland within 
twelve months, Mr. Stewart, the head of 
the important building firm that con- 
structed the Northern Parliament House 
and the new Law Courts in Belfast, is a 
business man of outstandinz ability, with 
expert knowledge of the building trade. 
He declares that he can clear up the slum 
areas in Belfast. build houses at an 
economic price, which workers can afford 
to pay, provided that he can get the help 
of the Government in securing money at 
34 per cent.

LONG-DISTANCE CRITICISM. 


When the Prime Minister pointed out a 
few days ago that £408,000, or only 4.4 
per cent. of the total revenue of Northern 
Ireland, was.expended upon administra- 
tive expenses last year he had in mind, 
no doubt, the approaching discussions in 
Parliament upon the supplementary esti- 
mates for the first quarter of the coming 
financial year. As an old parliamentarian 
he knew that the Opposition members 
would seize the opportunity to launch an 
attack upon the cost of the Northern 
Government, and probably considered +t 
good tactics to forestall them or, at any 
rate, provide the ‘‘other side of the 
picture.” However, it did not prevent

LAND ANNUITIFS. 


Northern farmers are not quite happy 
about the land annuities. The movement 
inaugurated some months ago to press for 
a reduction of the land annuities by 50 
per cent. and an extension of time for 
repayment is. growing, notwithstanding 
the Government’s statements against the 
proposal and the cold water thrown on 
the idea by the Executive of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union. Northern farmers have 
their eye on the Free State. A largely- 
attended meeting of farmers was held in 
Belfast this week, and it is evident from 
the tone of the speeches that the question 
is going to be made an important one in 
rural constituencies during the genera! 
election which must be held in the North 
within the next twelve months. The 
Northern land annuities, amounting to 
about £600,000, were handed over to the 
Northern Government when the Parlia- 
ment was established, but they have been 
earmarked for definite items of expendi- 


ture. If the annuities are halved—even 


if the time for repayment is extended— 
there must be a loss of revenue each year, 
and it is dificult at present t6 see any 
means whereby this amount can be re- 
couped. 


MONEY-LENDERS. 


The bill, which has received a second 
reading in the Northern Parliament for 
controlling money-lenders, is one which 
meets with general approval. It is rather 
surprising to learn that in Northern Ire- 
land there are 231 money-lenders, of whom 
220 are in Belfast. This seems altogether 
out of proportion to the requirements o! 
the community, and it is expected that 
when the new £15 licences come into 
operation some. of the smaller money- 
lenders, who live upon the working classes, 


‘may be eliminated. No licence will ha 


granted in future unless a money-lender 
receives a certificate, largely based upon 
good character, from a Resident Magis- 
trate in a Petty Sessions Court. This 
certificate can be withdrawn upon con- 
viction for excessive charges for loans or 
other llegalities. Money-lenders are 
being prohibited from canvassing by 
circular, or the more reprehensible form 
of the “-tout,” who battens upon the 
working classes and offers loans te recently 
bereaved persons at exorbitant interest. 

One of the most useful provisions of the 
bill is that which makes it compulsory for 
money-lenders to state their rate of 
interest. 


FISHERIES, 


No effort is being made in Northern Ire- 
land to develop the fisheries around the 
coast on the same comprehensive lines <8 
the reorganisation and rehabilitation of 
the fishing industry in the Free State. In 
the estimates for the coming year the 
amount set down for ‘Fishermen, 
harbours, railways, and commercial ser- 
vices,” is, £27,099, or £14,000 less than 
the amount last year. At a time when 
every effort should be made to develop the

NEUTRON, 


- 


LECTURE AT UNIVERSITY 
COLLEGE. . 


“The Neutron” was the subject of an 
address given by Dr. J. Chadwick, F.R.S., 
Cambridge, at University College, Dublin, 
last night. 

In the course of his address Dr. Chadwick 
(whose lecture was illustrated by lantern 
slides) gave an account of the discovery of 
a new kind of particle—which had no charge 
—called a neutron. He said that it had a 
mass very nearly the same as the mass of the 
hydrogen atom. Because it had no charge 
it could pass freely through matter with 
very littls loss of energy. It produced 
interesting effects in the matter through 
which it passed, sometimes causing a trans- 
mutation of an atom—nitrogen was trans- 
muted into boron, oxygen into carbon. 

Recently another new kind of particle had 
been discovered by Anderson in America and 
Blackett in Cambridge. This was a particle 
which had about the same mass as an 
electron, but carried a positive charge. It 
had been called the positive electron. 

Dr. Coffey, President, University College, 
presided, and there was a large attendance. 

A cordial vote of thanks was passed to 
Dr. Chadwick for his lecture.

The Next Instalment. 


In less than three months the British 
Government will be due to pay an instal- 
ment of its, War debt to the United States 
Treasury. Nobody knows yet whether or 
not the payment will be made. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, according to the 
general opinion, has not provided for it in 


| his Budget, and the whole trend of recent 


events suggests that the necessity will not 
arise. Three months ago Great Britain 
was confronted with a similar, though 
even more urgent, contingency. Only a 
fortnight before the payment for Decem- 
ber, 1932, fell due, the world stil] was 
asking whether Britain, alu.ost for the first 
time in history, would dishonour her bond 
by the repudiation of her debt, or by its 
fulfilment would preserve her name, while 
she added well nigh unbearable burdens to 
the shoulders of hercitizens. The issue was 
only in doubt for a short while. Britain 
preferred hardship to the inevitable con- 
sequences of repudiation, and paid. Other 
countries owed money to the United States 
at the same time, although none of them 
owed sums whose payment demanded such 
sacrifices from its citizens. Some followed 
Britain’s example, others, of which the 
most notable was France, refused to pay, 
and, as we may be sure, will not pay 
again if they can avoid it, Now Britain 
faces her liability once more, Morally, 
she is liable to pay; in point of 
fact nobody recognises the liability, or 
expects that she will be under any neces- 
sity to discharge it. Instead, the general 
sentiment is that the United States, for 
the sake of international stability and 
good feeling, must release Britain—if only 
for this occasion—from the necessity vf 
payment. 

When Britain consented to make the 


| last payment she did not agree without 


conditions. The understanding was that, 
before any question of the June payment 
shonld arise, the whole matter of War 
debts should be considered by the United 
States, and that arrangements should be 
made for the remission, either complete or 
partial, of Britain’s liability. It was 
assumed that discussions on the subject 
would begin immediately after Mr. 
Roosevelt's installation ;, but, in practice, 
so early a start was impossible. Now that 
only three months remain, the question 
becomes insistent, and the cir is full of 
rumours. So far no,date has been fixed 
for a meeting, but there is good evidence 
for the belief that President Roosevelt 
has not been forgetting his responsibility 
to clarify, once and for all, the future 
American attitude towards War debts. 
His idea is that, im return for a _ sub- 
stantial scaling down of European War 
debts to the United States, the debtor 
countries shall agree to lower their pro- 
hibitive tariff walls, thus permitting 
American goods a fair field in Europe. 
With this end in view President Roosevelt 
probably will seek broad executive powers 
from Congress within the next week or 
two to enable him to consider the general 
inter-relation of American and European 
affairs. In the meantime, however, the 
problem of Britain’s impending payment 
must be resolved. The probability is that 
herein President Roosevelt will follow the 
example of his predecessor in office, and 
will offer a moratorium on War debt pay- 
ments, 

It is doubtful if any attempt at bargain- 
ing by President Roosevelt would enjoy 
much success. The nations of continental 
Europe which propose to repudiate their 
War debts will not gain anything by a 
technical remission of them ; and they have 
not the smallest desire to reduce their 
tariffs against American goods. Britain, 
on the other hand, will be in a delicate 
position. If President Roosevelt insists, 
she will be compelled to decide between 
the abandonment of her new tariff policy 
and the continuance of the existing system 
of War debts. The decision will éall for 
an exceedingly careful balancing of advan- 
tages. While the payments to America 
continue, there is a steady drain upon the 
resources of British, finance—there is a 
crippling addition to the burden of costs 


| which her manufacturers are compelled to’ 


bear. Yet a relaxing of the import duties 
would mean the loss of all the ground that 
British industry has gained within the past 
year. Britain would be forced not only 
to yield to America a share in that market 
which, for the first time in eighty years, 
has been closed to all save British manu- 
cturers, but most probably to admit a 
revision .of the agreements forged at 
Ottawa. We doubt if Mr. Roosevelt will 
drive Britain to make such a choice. He 
would be better advised to accept the 
opinion of all America’s saner elements, 
and to offer an unconditional reduction of 
the War debt payments—at least to 
Britain, who has honoured her bond.

the result of any of the races which take 
place almost daily in these islands, yet

these events. The ordihary man is con- 
vineed very properly that to entrust any 
part of his income, to the mercies of a 
temperamental animal is both foolish and 
uneconomic. With almost ridiculous ease 
he overcomes the temptation to realise al! 
his securities and place the resultant sum 


| upon a runner at one of the smaller meet- 


ings. The Grand National, however, and 
the Derby are sterner tests of his virtue. 
His chance to accumulate wealth through 
these races is no greater; the offence 
against morals is not condoned by any 
virtue in the names, yet, strangely, the 
temptation is stronger, and he falls. As 
they trace the fortune of that concession 
to human weakness, the annual half- 
crown on the Grand National, those who 
have succumbed may ponder this morning 
on the most capricious of sports. The 
horses which forged their way over bank 
and through briar at Aintree yesterday 
carried fortunes on their shapely backs ; 
but they were sublimely unconscious of 
that high destiny. So lightly do they 
carry their responsibilities that the occa- 
sional gambler may be forgiven if he 
forms the idea that a racehorse knows 
what is expected of him and approaches 
his task in a spirit of deliberate cynicism. 
Not even the most astute observer of their 
performances seems able to predict with 
any certainty what a horse will do at any 
given moment. In both of the great races 
this week the favoured horses were beaten 
by steeds despised by most of the critics, 
and passed over without hesitation by 
thuse who entertain the pathetic delusion 
that a horse’s conduct on one occasion is 
a clue to how he will demean himself on 
another. In the light of pure fact and ex- 
perience the annual half-crown represents 
an inexplicable lapse on the part of 
homo sapiens. Yet next year he will fall 
again, and again he will learn at a cost 
the only certainty that the Turf affords 
him—that no money need be expected 
from the horse which comes in twenty- 
fourth, :

North and South. 


Sir Edward Archdale, Minister for 
Agriculture in Northern Ireland, pre- 
sided yesterday at a luncheon of the 
Northern Ireland Milk Recording Society 
in Belfast. Ten years ago there was little 
interest in milk recording. The number 
of tested covs in Northern Ireland in 
1921 was only 1,244, whereas last year 
it had risen to the respectable total of 
15,004. Then one cow in 218 was tested ; 
now the proportion is one in sixteen; und 
in the near future it is hoped that the 
great majority of cows in the six counties 
will be tested. When the Northern Govern. 
ment started on its career only one farmer 
in every five hundred took the trouble to 


go in for milk recording. To-day one 
farmer in every thirty-five is on the 
Department’s list. I; is difficult to 


exaggerate the importance of milk record- 
ing from the producer’s point of view. 
Ten years ago the average milk-yield of 
the tested cow in Northern Ireland wa: 
553 gallons; now it is 667 gallons. There 
are 212 premium bulls in the 
Northern area, as against 76 in 1922; 
and the whole situation in respect of 
dairy farming has improved enormously. 
While Mr. P. J. Hogan was Minister for 
Agriculture in the Free State there was 
a friendly rivalry between him and Sir 
Edward Archdale, with the result that 
acricultural progress in both States was 
rapid. May we hope that the liaison will 
ba continued under the new régime in the 
Free State? Agricu'ture is one of the 
few subjects in Irish affairs that can be 
divorced completely from politics; and 
North and South have very largely the 
same problems to tackle. Working 
together, the two Ministries can do great 
things for Irish farming; apart, their 
efforts must be handicapped . severely. 
There is no reason why there should not 
be a joint effort in the interests of 
national agriculture. It is high time 
that Dr. Ryan and Sir Edward Archdale 
should come together. 


According to the latest figures in the 
Irish Trade’ Journal, the total value of 
the fish that were landed on the Free State 
coasts during the twelve months ended 
December ólst, 1952, was £171,461, as 
compared with the previous year’s total 
of £188,736. ‘The sea fishing industry 
ought to be one of Ireland's most lucra- 
tive sources of income. There is enormous 
wealth about our shores, and, if the 
industry were organised properly, the 
annual income from the fisheries could 
be quadrupled. Unfortunately, as a 
people, the Irish do not seem to like fish. 
Possibly they do not appreciate an article 
of diet which can be had virtually for 
the asking, just as ‘“‘baker’s bread ” often 
is preferred in the country districts to 
the delicious products of the cottage 
griddle; but the fact remains that there 
is a very poor demand for fish in this 
country. There is no healthier food. 
There seems to be a kind of superstition 
in the Irish countryside that beef ought 
to be the staple diet of mankind, but 
medical opinion throughout the world 
favours a certain proportion of fish. No 


country in Europe has better facilities | 


for fishing than Ireland. Both in respect 
of sea-fishing and of river angling this 
little island offers unrivalled oppor- 
tunities, and sport can be combined with 
utility. Yet it seems that the yield of our 
fisheries is declining. One of the reasons 
for the lack of appreciation of fish as a 
diet among our people is the fact that the 
average Irish house-wife does not know 
how to cook it properly. Mrs. Beeton’s 
classic has its limitations; and we are 
sure that a little originality in the cook 
ing, let us say, of a sole meuniere, or a 
turbot maitre d’hdtel, soon would work 
wonders,

HE British Ambassador called at the 
State Department to-day on instruc- 

tions, it is understood, from London, in 
order to discover President Roosevelt's 


that he is considering a moratorium of the 
war debt payment due on June 15th, and 
that he expects these payments to be made. 

It is believed that Mr. Hull, the Secre- 
tary of State, takes up the position that 
the main problem facing the world is the 
removal of excessive tariff restrictions on 
trade, and that the settlement of these 
problems will automatically ease the debt 
situation. 

‘Mr. Hull declared subsequently that no 
decision had been reached, and the con- 
versation. had been merely exploratory. 
The discussion, he added, had covered the 
broad aspects of the international and com- 
mercial relations which will be examined 
at the coming World Economic Con- 
ference, as well as during the consideration 
of the war debt problem. 


THE IMPLICATION, 


It is believed that the United States 
Government wil] stress Mr. Hull’s conten- 
tion during the war debt negotiations. 
The implication of it is that if the United 
States is satistied that the debtors are 
willing to pledge themselves to make a 
success of the Economic Conference by re- 
ducing tariffs, the United States will be 
ready to consider sympathetically an 
application for the revision of war debts. 

In addition, Mr. Hull indicated to-day 
that if it were possible to make arrange- 
ments mutually beneficial to the United 
States and an individual debtor, there 
should be no great difficulty in reaching a 
satisfactory adjustment of debts, This is 
interpreted as meaning that if satisfactory 
trade agreements could be reached with 
Britain, and if London satisfies Washing- 
ton that the British will make a tangible 
contribution to the success of the Economic 
Conference, the United States would be 
willing to reduce the war debt. 

In reply to the question whether France 
and the other countries which failed te 
pay their instalments on December 15th 
last vear would receive a similar hearing 
to the British, Mr. Hull said that when 
any Government desired to discuss 
separately its debts it would be given a 
courteous hearing.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN ON 
PEACE EFFORTS. 


————— 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain (Chancellor of 
the Exchequer), speaking at Birmingham 
last night, said :—Our credit has been so 
fully restored that to-day we are almost 
embarrassed by the amount of money that 
is coming into London from other coun- 
tries. From having slipped back to the 
position of the third exporting country of 
the world, we have once again regained 
our position as the first exporting country. 

Referring to the situation in Europe, 
Mr. Chamberlain said that once again 
suspicion, fear, and anxiety were pre- 
valent, but during the last week, owing 
to the initiative of the British Govern- 
ment, and to the visit to Geneva, and 
afterwards to Rome, of the Prime Minis- 
ter and the Foreign Secretary, a great and 
beneficent change had come over the 
situation. The interest of this country is 
now, as it always has been, in the pre- 
servation of peace; but it is not enough 
for us just to fold our arms and to say 
that we ourselves do not intend to go to 
war. Our interests: lie deeper than that. 
We wan* to see that other countries do 
not go to war. 

No one can say what interests may be 
brought into the fray sooner or later; no 
one can say that we may not be Ea 
into a situation where we may have to 
consider whether we are going to allow our 
interests—our own  interests—to be 
sacrificed, and, therefore, I say it is. our 
duty by every effort we can make, by every 
influence we can exert, to compose differ- 
ences and to act as mediators, tc try and 
devise methods by which other countries 
may be delivered from this great menace 
of war.

Ca hopes are entertained regarding 

the conference on the railway dispute 
which has been arranged to take place in 
Dublin on Wednesday next. I understand 
that the holding of this conference is due 
to the personal intervention of Mr. Sean 
Lemass, Free State Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, and, although it is not 
intended at present that he should take 
any part in the conference, he will be at 
hand in case his presence should be re- 
quired. 

All the railways, North and South, in- 
cluding the County Down Railway, which 
is not affected by the strike, will be repre- 
sented, as well as all the railway unions. 
It is the Minister’s desire that all con- 
cerned should be fully represented ; and he 
hopes, further, that not the strike only, 
but every aspect of the railway trouble 
will be examined. The wages question, 
and particularly the finding of the Irish 
Railway Wages Board, will be considered. 

It is hoped that all the parties will 
enter the conforence with open minds, so 
far as this is possible, and without con- 
ditions of any kind. It is realised that 
this hope will not be easy of fulfilment, 
but it is clear that all parties must be 
prepared to face a very serious situation 
if the railways are to be saved. 

While the Great Southern Railways 
Company is not involved in the present 
strike, it is obvious that its interest in 
the outcome of the conference is very 
great, in view of the fact that the Govern- 
ment’s railway subsidy will cease after 
30th April.

SPANISH PARLIAMENT 
PASSES NEW LAW. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Friday. 


All ecclesiastical property in Spain 
henceforth becomes the property of the 
Republic, following the adoption by the 
Cortes to-night of Article II. of the law 
controlling relations between Church and 
State. 

The estimated value of this property is 
no less than £100,000,000. 

The law, which has aroused bitter op- 
position among Spanish Catholics, brings 
under the control of the State such famous 
cathedrals as those at Seville and Burgos, 
which attract art-lovers from all over the 
world. Many churches are, however, 
badly in need of repair, and the State may 
find that it has incurred a heavy financial 
responsibility in taking them over. 

- Tt is understood that the law will not 
affect the property in Spain of Protes-. 
tants or other sects. 

The King was always regarded as hav- 
ing certain privileges and rights in con- 
nection with Church’ property in Spain. 
It is understood that although eccle- 
siastical property is now handed over to 
the State, it will still remain at the ser- 
vice of the Catholic Church, and that the 
State cannot make use of it without the 
passing of a further special law by the 
Cortes.

COLONEL L. C. SWIFTE. 


The Colonial Office announces with regret 
the accidental death from drowning at Bar- 
bados, West Indies, on 4th March, 1933, of 
Colonel Latham Coddington Bwifte , (late 
1.C.8. and Royal Dublin Fusiliers). 

Colonel Swifte was the second son of the 
late Sir Krnest Swifte, K.C., for, many years 
chief Metropolitan Police Magistrate in Dub- 
lin, and was well-known in hunting and polo 
circles.

More than ever was it vital 
to the’ future of the country to develop 
itself on ‘the town planning Jines that had 
been adopted with success throughout ihe 
rest. of the world. While realising that the 
Goverument was beset with problems they 
must beseech, it to hasten the long promised 
Town Planning. Bill by every means in its 
power.

SENATOR. JOHNSON’S. VIEWS. 


Senator Johnson began by saying that Mr. 
Manning Robertson had spoken of the neces- 
sity for town-planning, and he was convinced 
of the rightness of Mr. Robertson’s view. As 
to the prospects of a town-planning measure, 
after inquiries, he had ‘got. the assurance 
that the bill was in fact in the hands of the 
draftsmen, but he did: not ask them to take 
much out of that statement. It had been 
heard before. (Laughter.) As to the 
Housing “Act, “1932, and the prospects of 
solving the housing problem in accordance 
with. oútlines that Act relied upon the 
lotal authorities, and he was sure that the 
responsibility would lie. on the local 
authorities even if the Town-Planning Act 
was passed. Senator Johnson reviewed the 
Housing Act of 1952, saying that it was 
based on a survey made by the Department 
in 1929. 

He referred to the overcrowded condition 
of the dwellings, not only of ordinary 
labourers, but also of skilled tradesmen, and 
said that he mentioned these facts because 
they were deeply impressed on the people 
concerned and gave reason for a great amount 
{ discontent and dissatisfaction, which was 
elt to he justified. The problem was as 
Serious as it was fifteen, twenty or thirty 
years ago. 

' As regards the rate of progress, of which 
there had been some criticism, in the two 
years ending March 1932, there were erected 
ess than three thousand houses, 
e assistance of, Government grants 
in one way or another. The Housing Act 
was passed’ in August last year, and the 
machmery had to be set. in motion, and by 
last February there were actually in course 
of construction 2,500 houses under the Jocal 
authorities, and private persons and public 
utility societies had had certificates giving 
assurance of Government grants for 2,700 
houses. In the City of Dublin the Corpora- 
tion had 1,000 houses in course of construc- 
tion, and grants had been provided for 
private persons and public utility societies 
for another 1,100 houses since August, 1952.

jordan and Borrisokane districts of North 
Tipperary by producing high-class fruit in 
orchards planted under a loan scheme, the 
sum borrowed having been fully repaid in ten 
years. Offaly sent some good fruit to the 
Jublin Market last season, especially from 
the North-Western districts. In the Nurney 
and Athy districts of County Kildare apples 
are giving such a good return that the work 
will-probably be extended. 

Inquiries made in other parts of the country 
indicate that in the limestone districts of 
Westmeath nice crops of apples can be grown, 
and black currants where the soils are cool 
and boggy A similar remark applies to 
Portumna and Ballinasloe, County Galway. 

In County Mayo, east of Ballinrobe, there 
is plenty of scope for growing first-class 
apples. Another good district for this pur- 
pose lies between Foxford and Ballina. 


PLUM AND OTHER FRUITS. 

North County Dublin is suitable for plum- 
growing, as also are the Counties Meath 
and Louth, while the Boyne Valley area 1s 
a good centre for gooseberries, plums and 
raspberries. Meath is also an admirable centre 
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for strawberry culture because of the excellent 
market in Dublin and the demand made by 
jam manufacturers. 

It is interesting to note that during 
the last couple of years more attention has 
been paid to grading and packing fruit for 
market. This is especially the case with 
apples and starwberries. There is, however, 
still a lot to be done in this direction. 

More attention has also been paid to spray- 
ing, in order to keep the trees and fruit free 
from moss, lichen and fungeid pests. Not 
only does spraying keep the fruit clcan and 
healthy, but it ensures a heavier crop. 

Other points to which attention has been 
directed are the cutting away of diseased 
branches, the digging up of varieties which 
are unsuitable to the district, and planting 
varieties which are not so liable to canker 
and which produce remunerative crops.

FINE RECOVERY BY 
ENGLAND. 


CHRISTCHURCH, Friday. 
England made a brilliant recovery from 
a wretched start. in the first of the two 
Test matches against New Zealand here to- 
day. On a good wicket the tourists lost 
Sutclifie and Paynter, their opening pair, 
each for a duck. ‘The later batsmen easily 
made up for these shortcomings, however, 
and at the close of play the total was 418 
for 5. 
For this happy state of affairs England 
have to thank Hammond and Ames, who 
scored 223 not out and 103, respectively. 
Hammond was handicapped by an injured 
knee early in his innings, when his footwork 
was restricted, but later on the injury did 
not seem: to affect him at all, He jumped 
out and cracked the ball to the boundary 
with consummate ease and artistry, and has 
so far hit 22 fours. Apart from a chance 
he gave in the slips off the second ball he 
received, his innings was flawless and a sheer 
delight to watch. 
RAPID SCORING. 
This can also be said of Ames’s batting. 
He helped Hammond to add 242 for the 
fifth wicket in 2 hours 24 minutes. Ames's 
best hits were eleven fours. They both hit 
the tired bowling to all parts of the ground 
and sent the score along at a great pace. in 
this way they were helped by very patcay 
fielding. ' 
Jardine was also in form, in fact, he 
played his most attractive innings of the 
tour mm making 45, which included hal]f-a- 
dozen boundaries. 

After Sutcliffe and Paynter had left 
Wyatt helped Hammond to put on 42 for 
the third wicket. Wyatt was unlucky to be: 
run oul. He played freeman to the off and 
ran, The Warwickshire amateur slipped 
when he was only half-way down the pitch, 
however, and Page, fielding at mid-off, had 
little difficulty in running him out. Wyatt 
had been batting 41 minutes for 20 runs.
